Tlie proposed amendment to claim 25 raise new issues ttiat would require further consideration and search. Further the proposed 
amendment to claim 25 raise the issue of new matter, Applicant points to Example 8 and Fig. 22 to support the newly added limitations in 
claim 25. Claim 25 recites "(i) Gly44 of SEQ ID NO: 99 is replaced with Cys, and Gin 105 of SEQ ID NO: 106 is replaced with Cys," and 
"(ii) Gin 109 of SEQ ID NO: 99 is replaced with Cvs and Ser48 of SEQ ID NO: 106 is replaced with Cys". However, Figure 22 and 
Example 8, do not disclose modifying Gin 109 of SEQ ID NO: 99 is replaced with Cvs and Ser48 of SEQ ID NO: 106 is replaced with Cys. 
With respect to claim 25(1), the Examiner notice that SEQ ID NO: 106 is VL and Fig. 22 and Example 8 contemplates replacing Gin 105 of 
the heavy Chain (VH) not of the VL as claimed in claim 25(1). 

The enablement issue of claim 40-41 and new added claims 44-45 are also maintained for reasons of record and further, the hairy cell 
leukemia, JOK-1 used in Example 7 is a B-lymphocyte leukemia and it is not clear from the record that such cell line would represent 
myeleocytic leukemia, adult T-cell leukemia or multiple myeloma or mixed leukemia, among others.
